And therefore there is no way bur'hee muſt firſt 
wholly conquer Germanie,and'bring it vnder ſubieRi- 
on, if he will nor bee moleſted in his deſignes for the 
vanquiſhing of rhe other kingdomes. 

Yea the Emperour himſelterwhich now is, writing 
to mize Counlellortorthe King of Spaine, ſaith thus 
in his Lerter : Our Anceſtours haue everthought char 
the foundations of our Imperiall houſe, which now by 
the goodneſle of God doth retch forth its dominion 
ouer all the world, are laid in Germanie, and therefore 
ſo much neerer care and conſideration mult bee had of 
rae proteting them fromthe enemie, by how much 
neerer our deftruion will be,if thoſe foundations bee 
demoliſhed and thrownedowne. 

When Berhlem Gabor Prince of T ranfhiluania,in the 

eare 1 62 1. madeinroades into Auſtria, with a pu- 
ifant and vitorious Armie, and waſted the Countrie : 
The King of Spaine ſent aduice to the Emperour, by 
his Embafſadourthe Earle of Ognaten, that hemuſt in 
any caſe, and vpon any termes, though nere ſo vnrea» 
ſonable, conclude a League with Bethlews Gabor and o- 
thers of thoſe Eaſterne parts, for ſo hee might cauſe'the 
Princes which were vpin Armes inthe Empire, more 
ealily and more willingly to lay downe their Armes, 
and fo he might haue timeto ſettle the State in Germa- 
nie, andcurbe the Northerne parts ;and then it would 
come to paſſe, that all the remainderof Europe would 
neither ſeeke ro ſhake off his __ ouet _ = 
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which they are already ſubieR, nor ſeeke to avoide it 
on meme beemade ſabieR vnro it. For then 


he mi iogall bis Forces within the limits of Ger- 
m iCandioby'dayly feares of danger keepeinawe , 
yea, veterly 'roote out all the neighbouring Princes 
which were vpin Armes, and fo their Treaties, Confe- 
derations, Combinations, and all ſeditions might bee 
prevented, and the Hollanders be diſtreſſed io rheir 


eſtates, when they ſhould be debarred of aide,vittuals, 


powertoreliſt. 

Ferdinand approouing this Counſell , out of hand 
concluded a Truce with Bethlem Gabor at Niclasburge 
and: Edinburge, though it were vpon very vnequall 
rermes. 

\ To ſpeakethar which is truth, the Enemie doth re- 
ſerve his chiefe ſtrength and his maine Army in Germa- 
nie, which he maintainethin ſuch afaſhion,asifhe were 
minded ro preſerue that as an iuvincible and conſtane 
Armie. Andit confifteth of Forces gathered promiſcu- 


- ouſlyſrom all Countries of the Enemie, which in this 


Armie are vnited together in one, as ofthe Forces of 
the Princes of the Vnion, of cheEmperour, and when 
necede requireth,of the Polonian, 

Andthat Armieis to looke out every way, and is as 
rhe heart and head deriuing beate and nouriſhment vn- 
rorhoſe orher Armies, which they maintaine in other 


places, andare (as one may fay) ſubordinateto it, and. 


members of ir, conſiſting either ofthe King of Spaines 
Forces alone;or of the Emperours onely, but inthe 
maine Armie (as we ſaid before) the Forces ofall our 


Enemies doebande together, and all our Enemies oo 
ma 
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|  Makeallowance to keepe it Randing ; and:this is the 
ſupport ofcheir confidence , and.as it were the Hinge 
vpon which: all their hope of good ſucceſle is turned; 
bicher chey retire as vnta a Sanctuanie, by this they keep 
in awe thoſe which they ſuppoſe hollow hearted 
friends, by this they preuent and binder all Inſurrei- 
ans, by this if they ſee any place within their iuriſdii» 
ons: declining and decaying , [if chey feare hatching 
of treaſon at bome, or if their friends and confederates 
bee in icopardie, or deliretheir aide, they arereadieto 
vphold thoſe that are liketo fall , they keepe in a deco» 
ram thoſe whom theyſuſpeR will flie out againſt chem, 
they retre(h their confederates,which want ſupplies by 
ſending them helpe at their need... 

The Princes of the Vnion andthe houſe of Auſtria 
are the more willing and more bountifll in their con- 
tribution for the vpholding of thisarmie , vpon which: 
as vpon a maine piſlar,their ſafetic and proteRion doth 
reſt, becauſe they knowthat ifit ſhould be ouertbrown 
and brought to nought , a farre greater danger would. 
hang ouertheir heads. 

For it muſt needs be,that their fortunes, their forces, 
and their courage mult faile in all places whatſocuer 
belonging to their confederacie, when they ſhall not 
bee able cicher ro command men or money, or to ſend- 
aide for the defence of thoſe places which are remote; 
the enemie in the interim being able to march forward-: 
whicher he hath a minde, for none ſhall hayvethe power 
or hearttareliſt him, not on ſuch a ſuddaine to recoucr: 
their former ſtrength, Becauſe there are many which 
ioyncheir purſes, forthe maintenance of this _ 
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'bee fined and difcomficed, 
the reſt of their allvctay will and fo amazedat ther 
k yt ery they will findeenough to doc todefend 

ir owneprecins : much leſſe will they bee drawne 
nas x'ſaddaine to ſend ſupplies of men and mo- 
in the meane time a breach in theirowne 
nyiyng wide open; forthe encmie toenter 


Tris evidenr by this and many other things which 
might bealledged, thattheenemie hath no other drift 
at all then to make a foll conqueſt of Germanie and ſo 
to lay the foundation of their Monarchie and in time 
to bring 'vader their ſabie&ion gl other Kings of Eu- 
rope, ſucceſuely and by 

And certainely ſay the SSaniard {hould looſe both 
their Indies, or tharh in time their Indies ſhould bee ex- 
hauſted and quite drawne dry, yet if they ſhould in 
lien of them come to obtaine Germanie, the gaine of 
the later” would counteruaile the loſle of the former.
